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1. The amendment filed October 20, 2003 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will 
not be entered because the proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. 

The change to claims 15, 28 and 29 raise new 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph issues. These 
include what the "component" of claims 28-29 may be, what the polymer limitations mean, etc. 

Further, these changes would require reexamination of all claims. Nor is there any adequate 

showing under 37 CFR 1.116. The issue of the claim language being indefinite, replete with errors, 

not in good US colloquial English, and so on, has existed since Paper No. 4, and does not relate to 

any new issue from the final rejection. The proposed changes are not within the scope of 

appropriate after final prosecution. See, e.g., MPEP 714.13, in pertinent part:
